FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 



FOUKTII SESSION. 

Tuesday, March 23, 188G. 
Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by Right Rev. Bishop Cridge. 

V. M. AND N. W. TELBPUONE CO. 
Bill read a third time and passed. 

VANCOUVP.P. HAS CO. INCORPORATION. 

It was moved that the report be 
adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Rubaon movsJ ir> amendment 
that the bill bo re-committed for the pur- 
pose of amending section 15 to rend that 
"In the event of the company failing to 
comply with any provisions of this act the 
privileges hereby conferred shall 'joase and 
determine." 

Bill was re-committed, Mr. Semlin in 
the ohair, and proposed amendment was 
!!<!9rt«d. 

PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

Mr. McTavish moved thu second raid- 
ing of "An Act to prevent the defneing 
of Publio Property." The mover said the 
object of the bill was to prevent the pro- 
miscuous advertising with which the line 
of the Canadian Pacitic railway was likely 
to be plastered and deface the natural 
beauties of the scenery. lio thought it 
best to introduce the measure now and an- 
ticipate what had occurred along the lino 
of other railways. 

Hon. Mr. Duck and Mr. Heaven could 
see no necessity for the bill. 

Hon. Mr. SrniMie would like to know 
what the term public property hero meant. 

Mr. McTavish— The property of the 
crown. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe had noticed "ads" on 
many trees on the roadside to Saanioh. 
JDid the honorable member wish the pro- 
visions of the bill to apply to those trees f 

Mr. McTavish -Yes. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — The bill only refers 
apparently to trees and rocks. 

Mr. McTavish — That's all that wa9 in- 
tended. [Ijiughj.or] 

Mr. T. l)avio thought the bill rather a 
hard one and didn't know what Fletcher 
and jther sewing machine men, and 
others would say to it He did not see 
any harm in tho system and thought the 
honorable introducer could not bo in 
•arnest in introducing it. 

Mr. Galbraith opposed tho bill. 

Mr. McTavish asked, as ihe opinion of 
the house was slrongly against the bill, 
that he bo allowed to withdraw it. 

Carried. 

" VANCOUVER." 

Mr. Orr said hr had received a tele- 
gram stating that a numerously signed 
petition was being prepared, and ho there- 
fore asked that the debate be adjourned 
until ho knew tho purport of it. 

Debate adjourned. 

MUNICIPALITY ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

Mr. T. Davie, in moving the second read- 
ing, said thnt as an individual member ho 
waB in no way responsible for it. Tho bill had 
been prepared by the city barrister and had 
been submitted to him by the city council. 
Some of itn provisions ho .should hold 
himsolf at liberty to vote against. One 
provision proposed increased taxation which 
he was inclined to favor, as some means 
■were necessary to raise funds for drainage. 
The third clause proposed to empower tho 
council to grant bonuses to manufactures 
■without tho pro-requisite consent of the 
ratepayers, and this, he thought, was be- 
yond thoir authority. He also thought that 
it was not right for tho council to have the 
power of appointing a chief and assistant of 
the fire department, instead of the same 
being dono by the ratepayers. Tho 
clause could bo amended to give the council 
authority to dismiss such officers for cause. 
Another provision was tho exemption from 
jury service of ox-voluuteer lireuien — a pri- 
vilege they had certainly earned. 

Mr. Beaveu was opposed to certain 
clauses, notably tho power of granting 
bonuses to industries without the required 
consent of the ratepayers. With regard to 
power to sell land one year in arrear for 
tnics was too short a time for such a strin- 
gent course. Tho clause now existing in 
this respect (naming threo years ns tho 
time) should stand. The appointment of 
chief and assistant engineers hy tho council 
of their own motion ho did not feel at lib- 
erty to endorse. He did not think it wise 
to anient! the jurors' net by a municipality 
apt, "but still thought tliat somo sucli recog- 
nition as exemption of late volunteer flro- 
jnen from jury service was duo them. 
He could not siipnort the bill 



in its present shape, and there- 
fore moved in amendment that tho bill 
be not now read a second time, but the 
order bo discharged and the bill withdrawn 
and leave granted to bring" in another. 

Mr. Grant thought that in tho interest of 
tho municipality the power to borrow 
money should be extended, the present 
borrowing capacity being about $120,(100. It 
was proposed to increase that capacity to 
20 per cent on the Inst city assessment 
which would increase the power to $900,- 
000, though, of course, with the power It 
did not follow that thu necessity for the 
borrowing of the extreme amount would 
arise and it would at tho same time bo for 
the ratepayers to say whether moneyshould 
be bonowed or not. lie, too, thought that 
the ratepayers should have a voice ill the 
granting of bonuses. The other provisions 
of the bill were, ho thought, favorable. 

Mr. Drake objected that tho clause pro- 
posing to raise a revenue by taxing the 
practice of various professions would bo a 
nullity. Thu carrying out of a drainage 
scheme was too big an undertaking for a 
movable body like a corporation whose 
members changed overy year, and should 
bo dealt with by a commission like thu 
waterworks, and bo provided for by a 
special act. The default of paymont of 
tares was tho fault of tho council, who 
had ample power, but not caring to exor- 
cise it sought a panacea by bringing the 
matter into this act. Taking the bill, al- 
together, he thought when tho clauses to 
which ho had taken objection woro ex- 
cluded there, was very little left except- 
ing the preamble, and regarding the pro 
amble he did not know he should vote 
against that. 

Mr. Pooley thought many of the pro- 
visions of the bill would not apply to an 
agricultural community Tho power to 
increase tho borrowing capacity of a mu- 
nicipality was evident in regard to the 
necessity for dr.iinage of Victoria, 
and lie thought this clauee should be 
passed limiting its action to that city. Ho 
was opposed to the clause with regard to 
the council's power in dealing with 
bonuses, and ulso to the summary sale of 
land for one year's arrear of taxes. Tho 
appointment of chief and assistant officers 
should he left to the people. In the 
present act there was an inducement for 
persons to pay their taxes in time. The 
present inducement of a rebate of one- 
sixth of one per cent was too inconsid- 
erable to be spoken of. He should vote 
against (he whole bill unless its operations 
wero limited to Victoria. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said it was obvious 
that it was desi raffle that thu power to 
deal with large works— sewerage for in- 
stance, should bo vested in the council, 
for, in spite of Us natural advantages of 
climate and lovely scenery, Victoria 
would be in danger of becoming depopu- 
lated unless vigorous steps to improve 
its sanitary condition wero taken. Tho 
payment of tho sum expended should also 
be stretched over a long term ot years. 
He looked with disfavor on the uropoBal 
to shorten tho term for one year for sale 
for arrearn of taxes. The proposed power 
of municipalities to gi--o bonuses within 
or four inilos without to industries, was, 
ha might say, speaking with regard to his 
own district, a power greatly desired by 
several municipalities contingent to tho 
proposed grist and feed mill that was be- 
ing constructed. 

Mr. Cunningham could see very little 
in the bill to benefit the municipality of 
New Westminster and hi?, as ono 
of the people of that town, would 
hate to give the council which was often 
composed of irresponsible men, the power 
contemplated in certain sections of the 
bill. Ho should vote against the second 
reading 

Mr Allen had come to Ihe conclusion 
that the bill had been framed solely in 
tho interests of the municipality of Vic- 
toria and lie should therefore oppose tho 
second reading. 

Mr. Helgeseu said if one thing requir 
ed to be included in a bill amending tho 
municipalities act it was provision for 
the erection of a public market. Capital- 
ists so far had dono little or nothing in 
embarking in industries in the vicinity of 
Victoria. He should support tho second 
reading but intended to support amend- 
ments to it if it went into committee. 

Mr T. Davie siid that if the amend- 
ment of the senior member for Victoria 
city (Mr. Heaven) merely proposed to 
amend the bill and not defeat it, the 
formality of its discharge could be dis- 
pensed with and amendments be made in 
c immittee . 

Hon. Mr. Duck was in fat r of the 
bill, and should support its second read- 
ing The clause giving exemption from 
service to ex-vol inteer, Bremen could 
be allured to prevent its phraseoology . ap- 
pearing to order, vide the jurors' act. 

Mr. (ia'.brailh agreed with a former 
speaker tl a' if all thu objections that had 
been taken to the bill were considered 
thoro would be nothing left, and thought 
the amendment o' the leader of tho oppo- 
sition should be supported. 

Tho amendment was put and betas 
follows: — 

Ayes — Cunningham, Allen, Drake, Gal- 
braith, Heaven, McLuese, Semlin. 

Noes — Smiihp, Davie, Robson, Ding- 
wall, Raybould, Grant, Orr, Hulgesen, 
John,D<tVie, Cowan, Dock. 

House went into committee, Mr. 
Cowan in the chnir. 

An amendment to section 3 was, on 
motion of Mr. T. Davie, made to the 
effect that uo grant of any bonus should 
bo made until tho same had received the 
assent of tho ratepayers. 

Tho cluuso, giving the power to the 
council to appoint chief and assistant en- 
gineers in caso of any future vacancy was 
struck out. 

Clause (i, providing for Inxation of 
thoso persons practicismg certain profes- 
sions, met with considereble opposition. 
Mr. T Davie suggested thut architects 
and civil engineers be exempted. Hon, 
Mr. Davie desired the same privilege he 
extended to physicians, surgeons and 
dentists. Mr. Heaven contended that tho 
tax upon barristers and solicitors had ex- 
isted for a long time, and if it hud not 
boon collectod before it was remiss- 
ness on the part of the council, and tho 
sooner the tax was collected tho better. 
Tho excuse u.ged on behalf of architects 
and civil engineers that their calling was 
not so remunerative us to fairly bear tax- 
ntion could not apply to the legal pro- 
fessions. 

Mr. T. Davie said there was one thing 
about tho lawyers; If they did make 



money here they also spent it here — (a 
laugh) — and for his part ho would as soon 
pay tho proposed fax to the city council us 
that be should dispose of the money in 
any other way. 

Mr. Cunningham thought this portion 
of tho clause was a tax upon bro.km, and 
ho would move that it bo struck out. 

Tho motion was carried. 

Mr. T. Davio moi'ed that sections -1 
and 5 of an act entitled, "An Act to 
amend the Municipality Act, 1881," bo 
repealed, and that tho repealed sections 
of the original act bo hereby re enacted. 
He explained that tho sections he pro- 
posed to expunge had boen enacted solely 
with tho view of the Dominion liquor 
license act being sustained by the privy 
council of England, which having de- 
clared that act ultra viren tho necessity 
for the repeal of tho aforesaid sections of 
the act of 1881 no longer existed. Cur- 
ried. 

Mr. Drake moved an amendment giv 
ing power to persona dissatisfied with the 
I result uf the revision of the assessment 
roll to appeal from tho decision of the re- 
vising barrister to the county court. 

At this point tho committee rose, re- 
ported and asked leave to set again. 

READINGS 

Findlay creek license bill passed its 
third reading. An act to confer limited 
court jurisdiction and magistrates passed 
lirst reading. A bill entitled "an act re- 
specting privileges," introduced by Mr. 
Semlin, passed its first reading. 

House adjourned at' 5:45 p.m. until - 
p. m. to day (Wednesday).

RAILWAY BARTERS. 

Mr. Blake is gi>in» to rattle - tho govern- 
Stent on tho question of the diaallowunce 
of Manitoba railway charters. Lie hns-giv- 
en notice of a long resolution which 
points out that when the clmrter of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was under con - 
sideration in 1881, the "monopoly clause" 
namely the cluuao forbidding the con- 
struction of new railways in Manitoba und 
the North- West to the south of the line 
of the C.I'. U. — was explained by Sir 
John A. Macdotiald to mean only that 
the Dominion parliament should not 
authorize uucli new lines. N Manitoba, as a 
full-fledged province of the Dominion, was 
admitted at tho time by Sir John to pos- 
sess full power to authorize the construc- 
tion of railways within its own limits, 
even in spite of the Dominion policy with 
regard to the C. P, LI. On this under- 
standing, parliament confirmed the C. P. 
R, charter. Mr. Hlako's resolution, after 
showing all this from quotations from 
speeches of Sir John and Mr. Thomaa 
Wll t , state that nevertheless the Gov- 
ernment had since 188- persistently dis 
allowed charters "runted by Manitoba lo 
railways within its own limits on the 
ground that the charters "coiillicted with 
tho settled policy of the Dominion" as re- 
garded the C. P. R. Mr Blake continued 
that agaiti in 1834, the government an 
nnunced that the near completion of the 
C E'. R and the strength it was showing 
against competition would enable the gov- 
ernment to cease its restrictive policy 
with regard to Manitoba railways char- 
ters. Mr. Blake therefore asks that one 
of the late charters granted by Manitoba 
to a line (the Manitoba Central) running 
south of the C. P. R should not be dis- 
allowed by the Dominion government. It 
was expected that the motion would come 
up early in the week, but when the order 
was called Mr. Blake asked that it might 
be allowed to stand until further papeis 
were brought down. Rumor credits the 
leader of the opposition with having pre- 
pared a long speech on tho subject. 

TBE "VANCOUVER'' BILL. 

Further consideration of this most 
obnoxious and indiscreet measure is being 
postponed from day to day. The last 
excuse for postponement is that a petition 
jb being signed al 'Iranville. What in- 
fluence a petition signed at Granville can 
possibly havo on the house it is difficult 
to say. The question is one for the pro- 
vince at largo, not for a:>y particular sec- 
tion thereof; and the house should not be 
asked to stay its action pending receipt of 
a memorial from the locality that will bo 
least affected by tho retention of the 
name. The title was objected to from 
tho first. The inevitable consequences of 
its solection were pointed out eighteen 
months ago. It was shown that the non- 
fusion that would arise therefrom would 
be endless, and that serious loss would 
bo entailed on the mercantile com- 
munity. Wo cannot help thinking that 
the government, knowing tho unpal 
atableness of the name, during the 
recess should havo insisted (a strong 
word but justifiable) upon a change 
being made. Mr. Duck's resolution of last 
aessiou gave the ministry an opportunity to 
act, and their best friends must now deeply 
regret that they did not seize that oppor- 
tunity. We hope and beliovo that the 
measure will be thrown out and that it will 
havo to keei) it sompany to the shades of 
oblivion every monopoly bill affecting the 
new town that has been or may now be 
before the house. Tho public time is worse 
than wasted by the consideration of such 
billf, and a merited fate should be meted 
out to them as quickly and decisively as 
possible. There should !„• no further delay 
or postponements. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

For some time past there have boen 
parug ap'ts going the rounds of the eastern 
press tojthe effect that the. British Gov- 
ernment had requested the Dominion 
Government not to legMhlte further on the 
Chinese (juuatioii, as it might put an end 
to negotiations now ponding between the 
homo and Chinese Governments, and to 
treaties existing between the same. Mr. 
Blake fished for information the other day 
on the subject, but he failed to get it. 
Mr. Chapieau said no official communica- 
tion had been received. Mr. Blake: "I 
did not say official." Mr. Chaplean : "But 
/ say official. " The exact import of this 
qualifying word is not apparent; but the 
impression prevails that "unofficial" com- 
munications msy have passed between tho 
two governments. In connection with 
this subject we say that Mr. Gordon has 
given notice of his intention to movo for a 
full return respecting tho number of 
Chinese immigrants to Canada from 
Augut L'Oth last to January :51st, 1886 . 

A FLYIA'U COLUMN. 

Ever since the Ottawa Parliament 
opened statements have been made that 
tho Government had come to the decision 
to semi a flying column among tho Indians 
of the North-west, in order to repress any 
incipient germs of rebellion that mitfht be 
floating round. General Middloton, who 
was questioned on tho subject a few days 
ago, verified thh rumors, and even went 
so fur us to metlthn March 21st ub the 
day on which the column would start. 
FpJin what has been learned, however, 
there is a likelihood that the display of 
force will not take place. It is said the 
Government ha* received information 
that the Indians will burn the prairie if 
the force ia Bent, and the ranchmen of 
the territories have forwarded strong re- 
presentations to the Government against 
tho carrying out of tho scheme. General 
Middleton is creditod with being its 
parent, and it is goneially enncedbd to le 
an ill-advised move on his part. 

I'OSTUFFl CE STA TISTIGS. 

The report of tho postmaster -general 
shown a remarkable increase in the busi- 
ness of the department. Tho number of 
offices in operation last year was 7,084, 
vrith 50,-Kil miles of post route, on which 
tho annual mail travel wa3 computed to 
be 22,173,455 miles. These figures show 
an increase of 247 postoflices over 1884, 
with i!,.TJ0 miles of new post routes or- 
ganized for mail service. The British 
Columbia figures are ua foilows: Number 
of postoflices on November 1st, 97; miles 
of post route, 3,530; annual rate of mail 
travel, 385,415 miles; estimated number 
of letters sent, 1,100,000; post cardB, 
00,000; registered letters, 50,000; free 
letters, 70,000; newspapers and periodicals 
posted otherwise than from office of pub- 
lication, 80,000; books, circulars, etc., 
70,000; parcels by parcel post, 11,000; 
postal revenue for year ending June 30th, 
$42,248.41; expenditure, £85,904.84; 
number of money order officea, 21; 
Bmount of money ordeia isaueci,§01 1,192.

Ottawa, (Out.) March 1(1 —The de- 
bate on Landry's motion in the house to- 
day passed tediously until near midnight, 
when Hon. Lauvier (Quebec liberal,) ruse; 
thero being no reply to tho last speuker 
from tho government benches, and the 
motion was about being put. His effort 
was the finest heard in tbe house for a 
long time. He spoke English with all 
the lire and ardor of a Frenchman. His 
arraignment of the government, which he 
charged was responsible for the rebellion, 
hus terrible. Louis Kiel's life was a sac- 
rifice, ho said, to bitter passion and mons- 
trous revenge. The history of the gov- 
ernment was blood, prisoners, scaffold, 
widows, orphans, destitution and ruin. 
Ho gave a glowing picture of the action 
which characterized tho United Statea in 
dealing with rebels, and said that tho 
magnanimity which guided tho statesmen 
of that day was tho most brilliant diadem 
iu the government of the American con- 
tinent, and resulted in cementing n great, 
glorious and progressive iiution into a 
united people . 

Ottawa, Out., March 17. — To-night 
being St. Patrick's day, tho house did not 
sit. A general wrangle took place in tho 
afternoon over proceeding with Landry's 
motion.

He held that 
tho government could do nothing olse 
but execute ltiel, and denied that it was 
responsible for tho rebellion.

Every year a larger 
number, particularly or young females, 
engage In jijrsults by which thoy earn 
a livelihood and emancipate themselves 
from the obligation to regard matrimony 
as the side relief from the harassing 
quest Inns : "What shall we eat, what 
shall we drink, and wherewithal shall wo 
he clothed ?" 

FEMALES IK THE PRINTING-OFFICE. 

On the lookout for Information bear- 
ing on the question ol' occupation for 
women, your correspondent has visited 
a number of establishments In which 
they me employed, ami oroceeds to give 
the re.- ii Its. 

At -urn,- <it them work Is performed 
which is in ii- nature unquestionably 
proper to feminine tu-to and delicate 
handling; in others thoy share employ, 
ment witli in, -ii ami m uceupatloiis which, 
unlil lately, were followed exclusively by 
males. Composition, or tho setting ot 
type, Is one of these. 
FAvoit.uit.r; view of their work there. 

The testimony of the head or a large 
printing odlcoand the first one visited, is 
embodied in the following passages from 
a conversation between him and your 
representative: 

" Whut is your experience, Mr. , 

with female compositors 

•• 1 have no hesitation In saving that 
they set type as well and as fast as men. 
This 'I know from tho payroll. Vou 
know ttie work is paid entirely by piece, 
anil I find that the women earn as much 
as the men, which nutans that they work 
as many hours, and set with equal' accur- 
acy and speed. 

•• But of course tneir employment is 
limited to sueli jobs as do not require 
the muscular strength which, as you soo, 
is among the necessities in a printing 
office." 

Your representative's eye dwelt upon 
the figures of two .sturdy men, one 
pulling and the other pushing a huge 
torm along tin- Myor of the job room. 

The good-natiirei printer expressed 
tho opinion that considerably more scope 
could he found for woman's work In 
his business, and expressed the hope 
that means would be adopted to teach 
girls, ns boys an taught, not only to 
set from •• plain ' copy, but from copy 
consisting of tables <•{<■., needing u variety 
of fonts and rules, and an educated taste. 

"But so fur," said he In parting, " 1 
don't see any movement in tho trade 
looking towards this desirable extension 
of woman's usefulness in the composing 
ami jobbing room." 

THE UNFA VOR All LE VIEW. 

A call upon another leading printer 
resulted in a report less satisfactory to 
the ladles and their friends. 

Tho bluntly expressed answer to the 
same comprehensive question with 
which tho above conversation opened, 
was : 

" Females are a nuisance In a printing- 
office." 

•• Will you kindly give your reasons for 
this conclusion?" 

•• When working with moil it seems 
Impossible to keep them from flirting. 
Thoy are inclined to talk and will talk, 
while men will work quietly all day long. 
Women will talk and nothing can stop 
them. 

" A man learns a trade to work at It 
fora lifotlme, but all women expect to get 
married and do not manifest the samo 
interest as men In their work on ac- 
count ot this expectation. 1 pay my 
g'ris »v».s l 4.1)1 e rates as men, but on tho 
average ttioy earn only ball as much. 

•' I find, "bosides, that tis useless to 
expect them to work ten hours a' day as 
men do. They seem not to be capable of 
the same concentration of mind upon 
their Work as men are, and tholr atten- 
tion soon gives out." 

"But you employ female compositors?" 

" Ves, 1 do. One of them I havo is the 
grand-daughter of the woman with whom 
I boarded whoa I was a journeyman ; 
one of them is the (laughter of an old 
compositor who has worked for mo 
many years, and there ate similar reasons 
why the few I have are continued. 

"I have taught them all that they know, 
at my place. They aro no use except to 
set reprint and ordinary manuscript, 
and are helpless except In picking up 
type, needing their .'uses to be lifted, and 
are a nuisance generally. 

" At one time," continued my inform- 
ant, "my men struck, nml I advertised to 
teach women composition. I engaged be- 
tween thirty and forty. They turned the 
lloorinto a Heillnin. and I got rid ol them 
within a fortnight. The few I ha, a work- 
ing for me now are the survivors of five 
times their number to whom I gave em- 
ployment at tho solicitation of friends." 

FEMALE TELEORAl'H OPERATORS, 

The ungallant printer having no more 
to say, your representative made his way 
to a building in which are employed 
a proportion of about one-fourth fe- 
males, In telegraphic work, namely, as 
operators, type writers and clerks, tho 
duties of the last named being to compile 
the multitudinous reports received from 
offices In every direction. 

Only a few points in a long and in- 
teresting conversation, accompanied with 
opportunities of ocular observation, can 
be presented at tills time. 

Being asked whether any difference was 
made In the wages of men and women on 
account of sex, the gentleman interro- 
gated replied : 

THE WAGES QUESTION. 

" No and yes ; our wages are graded as 
nearly as possible to eflicieney. Men are, 
on the average, abler operators than 
women, and accordingly earn better 
wages. 

•• Women haven't the strength for tho 
prolonged strain we put on tho men. 
They are- given easy circuits to work. 
You seo we scatter them among the men, 
as we find their presence has a good in- 
nuence. 

" They number about one-fourth of the 
total number of operators employed." 

" Do you find them equal In speed to 
men V" 

" Thoro may be exceptional speed on 
the part of some, but wo have no means 
of comparing their capabilities in that 
way with those of men. 

" You have, doubtless, seen accounts 
of contests between operators. Now 
women never take part In these contests ; 
but as I havo said before, some of the 
quickest latlios may be equal to the best 
gentlbiiien operators in the rapidity with 
which they can receive and dispatch mes- 
sages." 

•' What can young women earn as 
operators?" 

" The lowest wo pay Is twenty dollars 
a month ; tho highest sixty-five." 
ritOFICIEN'OX AND TRAINING REQUIRED. 

" You say that you ongngo young 
people only" when they havo acquired a 
certain degree of proficiency?" 

" Yos ; we have a minimum of capa- 
bility with regard to both sexes. Some 
candidates tor engagement are far ahead 
of it, and their wage* of course begin 
with their value to the company at the 
time. Novices are generally from some 
institution in which telegraphy is taught; 
but you will bo interested to learn that 
we have here lacllities for teaching girls, 
not boys, the art of tho operator. 

••You sco thoso girls going from desk 
to desk distributing and collecting mes- 
sages. Opportunities are given thorn to 
practice by means of Instruments and 
wires set apart for tho purpose. Thoy 
aro enthuslastlo to learn and remain after 
the hours of duty for practice 

•'Being In the atmosphere of telegraphy, 
so to speak, all the day besides, they 
acquire tho necessary ability of the prac-

DECORATION OK VASES, ETC?, ^^K) 

Somo years ago when a representative 
of tho celebrated Doulton factory in 
England visited tho United States, Am- 
erican ladies went crazy over tho possi- 
bilities of corn m ic doooration which lay 
before them. Mirny of them began, and 
same of them continue, to paint vases In 
water colors. 

The plan adopted was not encouraging 
however, to tho industrial opportunities 
of women. Ladies who paint vases and 
such matters, with few exceptions, have 
to buy the vessel, decorate and then sell 
it, if they care to. In England, on the 
contrary, the rule is for the factory to 
employ lady artists. 

Vasos are painted before or after being 
glazed. In the former case greater care 
is required, tho colors having to be burnt 
In Subsequent to the completion of the 
decoration, which cannot then be injured 
excepting through the glaze. 

The under-glaze system of painting, 
as it is called, thus insures tho perman- 
ency of the nrtisticdecoratinns employed. 
On the other hand, over-glaze embellish- 
ments can be readily removed by the ap- 
plical ion of an acid. 

MAKING FLOWKlts, FEATHERS, ETC. 

The kindled industries of making arti- 
ficial Mowers mnl fancy feathers, and 
preparing ostrich feathers for the wearer, 
give employment lo a considerable num- 
ber of young women in all of the large 
cities. 

Obviously the work Is precarious, as 
fashion changes almost, continually. In 
the present condition of -business, econ- 
omy being the order of the day, one 
branch of tho making of artificial flowers 
Is stimulated, for whereas in prosperous 
times, the completed sprays are im- 
ported, now the custom is to import sep- 
arately the stems, buds, leaves and 
corolla), "gross goods," as they are 
called, and then have tho sprays manu- 
factured from them here. 

The result is grenter cheapness ; at the 
sacrifice of the at tlwtlc, however, as tho 
work done by our girls copying after a. 
sample, Is not equal to that done by bet- 
ter practiced and artistic Frenchwomen 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 

Artificial flowers, of a cheaper grado 
than the French, are being made hern 
constantly, more or less. Feather mak- 
ing is done chiolly In the winter. 

Ujils able to make artificial flowers 
and fancy feathers earn from tea to 
twelve dollars a week. 

USEFUL QUALITIES OF FEMALE WORKERS.
